To German Defence 


Time and again, the colossus of Soviet 
Russia has gobbled up its smaller neighbors. 
Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia, Poland, Eastern 


Germany, The Balkans, Manchuria| and 
North Kétea are now under Communist 
domination. Late in the Soviet program of 
acquisition |jof other countries, the United 
States drew what is known as the ‘Truman 
line’ around Russia and its satellites with 
the firm resolve to contain Communism 
within that line. 

The line traversed the 38th parallel in 
Korea, which was the boundary between 
North and South Korea. Not satisfied with 
containment here, Communist armies in- 
vaded South Korea when the United Nations 
were unprepared to back up their resolve to 
withstand aggression. 

The same Truman line |runs_ through 
Germany, on the boundaries separating 
East and West Germany, occupied respec- 
tively by Russian and Western armies. 

Uncle Sam is desperately anxious to re- 
arm Germany before the Russian armies in- 
vade the west. As indicated in our cartoon, 
the old fellow isn’t having a very happy time 
in the face of both German and Russian 
opposition.

The Helicopter 
Comes of Age 


By EDWARD H. SIMS 


The aircraft which might revolutionize air travel 
is already being produced, and the first models are 
selling for less than $5,000, With mass production 
methods the craft might sell as low as $1,500 — 
putting it within the reach of millions of Americans. 

The new plane is a twin-jet helicopter. From 
that description the average man or woman could 
conclude the new machine is both fast and compli- 
cated. But the contrary, it is neither fast, nor 
complicated. The hitch is that the jet engines are 
little more than toys, weighing about 11 pounds 
each. 


Since the plane is a helicopter, there is no for- 
ward propeller, only an overhead one, and on the 
tips of this propeller are attached the two small 
jet engines. The rotary motion of the blades is 
enough to draw the fuel from a tank below, up 
through a gas line inside the metal propeller, feed- 
ing out to each engine. 

One of the test pilots flying these jets, Al Bridg- 
ford, says passengers are safe even if the engines 
quit. From 100 or 1,000 feet, these craft will settle 
to earth at a safe speed, even with no power. They 
carry ‘two passengers, fly 80 miles an hour and 
have a range of 50 miles, which seems to be the 
biggest limitation at present. : 

The controls are simple enough for any ama- 
teur, and there are only two, one controlling direc- 
tion, the other climb. The little plane weighs only 
about 400 pounds. Its small engines can be changed 
in a few minutes with a screwdriver! Sounds 
unbelievable, but they're flying today, known as 
the Hiller Hornet. 

Bridgford, in an informative interview, laughed 
at the thought of danger when flying these ’copters. 
“I can land on a roof top or in a big yard,” he said. 
“There’s nothing to it.” And to prove what he says, 
Bridgford and other pilots will fly the little planes 
into .the U.S. capital several weeks hence and 
demonstrate them on Washington’s Mail. 

/The great opportunity for such a plane is the 
chance it can be built ,by mass production methods, 
for as little as automobiles. The owner could hop 
over a city to the residential sections on the other 
side with no traffic problems at all. He could 
land in the front yard and take of from it. In the 
country, it would eliminate the problem of roads. A 
clearing in the field would be plenty of space for 
this little craft. A farmer could hop all over his 
land, at 80 miles an hour, over streams and hills 
and without the fear of crashing. 

And he can play Buck Rogers, too!

Close to $20,000,000 will be spent on Alberta highways 
and bridges this year, according to the provincial budget in- 
troduced in the legislature by Premier Manning. 


The actual total, $19,088,300 is 
an increase of approximately $6,- 
000,000 over the 1950-51 appro- 
priation. Of this total, the govern- 
ment proposes to spend $13,538,- 
300 for the construction and im- 
provement of main highways. This 
is $1,808,300 in excess of the 
amount provided for this purpose 
in last year’s estimates.

To Discontinue Rent 
Controls April 30 


There will be no rent controls 
in Alberta after April 30, it was 
learned this week. 

Federal government is lifting its 
control of rents across the coun- 
try on that date. Many provinces 
are planning to carry on with 
rental controls, but the Alberta 
government will not step into 
the picture. 

Sign of the government’s de- 
cision not to step into the rental 
control field was given in the 
legislature this week when Prem- 
ier Manning said a $25,000 ap- 
propriation set aside last year 
for a rent control bureau will not 
be used. He told the House there 
is no need for the appropriation 
and “none is foreseen and none is 
provided.”

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SERVICE BOARD MEETING DISCUSSES 


WINTER SHORT COURSES IN DISTRICT 


BEISEKER—A meeting of the Agricultural Service Board 
of the M.D. of Kneehill No. 48 was held in the Municipal 
Office at Three Hills on March 13th. 


Hazards To Crops 
Discussed At Meeting 


A large group of farmers from 
the surrounding district attended 
an agricultual meeting ir? Irri- 
cana on Monday last. The meet- 
ing featured a “Round-up” of ‘in- 
formation on the hazards of crop 
production, illustrated with color- 
ed movies and slides. 

Mr. H. J. Mather, Assistant to 
Director, Line Elevators Farm 
Service, sneaking on 2,4-D, 
pointed out that over 13.5. mil- 
lion acres of farm crons were 
treated in 1950. This indicates 
that the chemical is effective on 
susceptible weeds and is being 
welcomed by the farmer. Weather 
conditions and the stage of growth 
of the weed at the time of treat- 
ment are very important. Weeds 
are most suceptible when young 
and growing ranvidly. 2,4-D un- 
fortunately, is not effective on 
some of our .most troublesome 
weeds such as wild oats. and 
couch grass. Proven cultural me- 
thods for the control of these 
weeds were then outlined by the 
speaker. Delayed seeding of an 
early maturing cron is effective 
in wild oat control. 

Speakire on soil conservation 
Mr. Mather jllustrated, with 
colored slides, the tremendous 
soil losses caused by wind and 
water erosion. Much of this is 
due to improper farming methods, 
he said. The world’s population is 
increasing ranidly; our soils are 
being denleted. We are approach- 
ing the point where our soil re- 
sources will no longer feed the 


world’s population. Hungry. na- . 


tions are fertile fields for strife 
and war. We must prevent soil 
waste, he said. The use of a trash 
cover and the seeding of forage 
crops will do much to solve this 
vital problem. 

Mr. D. M. McLean, Assistant 
Director, Line Elevators Farm 
Service, stressed the continuing 
contribution made by science in 
the production of new varieties 
and new practices to assist the 
farmer in his never-ending battle 
against weeds, pests and diseases. 
Many farmers have been quick to 
accept and put into practice some 
of these recent deyelopments. In 
other cases, however, farm prac- 
tice is not keening nace with new 
knowledge. , 

The stress of world food short- 
ages has focused attention on en- 
ormous food losses resulting from 
resulting from _ preventable 
preventable wastes. Insect pests 
of crops and livestock cause 
losses which can be largely pre- 
vented through the use of new 
chemicals, and the new methods 
of applying same. Surveys show 
that more than half the seed 
sown each year goes into the 
ground uncleaned and untreated, 
and yet approved seed treating 
materials give effective control 
of smut and other seed-born di-
